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East  coast 
lesbian/gay 
labor  activists 
gather:  a  first

NEW  YORK — ^“You  are  the  hammer... 

Strike,’’  Sandra  Lowe,  the  director  of  the 
New  York  Governor’s  Office  of  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Concerns,  advised  a  packed  union  hall 
in  lower  Manhattan  on  June  6. 

This  was  not  a  typical  labor  conference. 

Lowe  offered  her  words  to  encourage  more 
than  300  lesbian  and  gay  union  members  and 
activists  attending  the  first  East  Coast 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Labor  conference,  “Pride  at 
Work,”  to  fight  for  justice  denied  to  working 
people,  to  people  of  color,  to  womai  and  to 
lesbians  and  gay  men. 

In  an  era  when  unions  have  suffoed  many 
defeats,  the  movement  for  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  has  seen  a  number  of  victories.  Many 
of  the  conference  participants  called  for 
unions  to  recognize  these  gains  and  seize  this 
opportunity  to  further  alliances  with  lesbian 
and  gay  activists. 

While  the  event  was  billed  as  an  East 
Coast  conference,  the  bulk  of  the  participants 
were  from  the  New  York  area  with  some  rep¬ 
resentation  of  local  unions  from  Chicago  and 
Philadelphia.  Boston’s  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Labor  Activists  Network  (GAUUAN)  mem¬ 
bers  also  attended. 

The  conference  consisted  of  plenaries, 
workshops,  cultural  events,  and  a  reception 
featuring  openly-lesbian  New  York  state 
assemblywoman  Deborah  Click.  Workshops 
covered  a  wide  range  of  concerns  of  gay  and 
lesbian  labor  imion  members,  including 
coming  out  at  the  workplace,  fighting  homo¬ 
phobia  on  the  job,  wiiming  domestic  partner 
benefits,  union  support  for  members  with 
HIV/AIDS  and  organizing  lesbian  and  gay 
committees  in  unions. 

This  uncommon  gathering  was  a  testament 
to  our  communities’  diversity,  with  a  belter 
than  usual  gender  balance  and  with  African- 
American  and  Latino  lesbians  and  gay  men 
well  represented.  There  was  a  smaller  Asian- 
American  presence,  which  participants  said 
indicates  that  work  needs  to  be  done  to  make 
Asian- American  activists  more  welcome  in 
burgeoning  lesbian  and^ay  labor  activism. 

Many  of  the  speakers  throughout  touched 
on  the  historic  nature  of  the  conference,  and 
of  the  importance  of  lesbian  and  gay  orga¬ 
nizing  among  union  members.  Both  Lowe 
and  Regina  Shavers  of  DC  37  of  AFSCME 
noted  that  the  lesbian  and  gay  movement  is 
leading  the  way  in  advancing  (and  redefin¬ 
ing)  the  fight  for  family  benefits  for  workers 
in  the  United  States  today. 

Participants  noted  the  success  of  lesbian 
and  gay  members  of  many  New  York  local 
unions  in  getting  official  union  support  for 
gay  and  lesbian  union  activities. 

A  constant  theme  at  the  conference  was 
that  “there  cannot  be  social  justice  without 
economic  justice.”  Activists  pointed  to  this 
class  analysis  as  one  of  the  major  elements 
of  the  vitality  and  excitement  of  the  lesbian 
and  gay  labor  movement  in  these  times  of 
recession  and  political  conservatism. 

District  Council  37  of  AFSCME 
(American  Federation  of  State,  County,  & 
Municipal  Employees),  the  major  public 
employee  union  in  New  York,  hosted  the 
conference  at  its  Barclay  St.  headquarters. 

The  conference  was  co-sponsored  by  several 
New  York-area  unions  and  organizations, 
and  was  organized  by  the  newly-formed 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Labor  Coalition. 

Lesbian  and  gay  labor  activists  have  set 
the  dual  goals  of  bringing  queer  politics  to 
unions  and  bringing  union  and  class  politics 
to  the  lesbian  and  gay  movement.  This  con¬ 
ference  represented  a  milestone  for  gay  and 
lesbian  labor  activists  struggling  to  take  their 
rightful  place  in  both  movements.  But,  as 
activists  at  this  conference  made  clear,  this  is 
just  the  beginning.  □ 


Oregon  gay  rights 
office  destroyed 

PORTLAND — ^The  offices  of  the 
Campaign  for  a  Hate  Free  Oregon  (CHPO), 
the  statewide  gay  and  lesbain  group  fighting 
several  local  and  statewide  initiatives  that 
would  ban  civil  rights  for  lesbians  and  gay 
men,  was  vandalized  and  dranolished  the 
night  of  June  8. 

Oregon  activists  attributed  the  destruction 
to  the  Oregon  Citizens  Alliance,  which  is 
backing  the  anti-gay  initiative. 

Two  computCTS  and  a  fax  machine  were 
stolen,  phone  lines  woe  cut,  office  files  were 
scatter^  and  black  copying  toner  was  spilled 
throughout  the  office.  In  addition,  a  mailing 
list  of  25,000  names  of  donors  and  volun¬ 
teers  were  taken.  Specific  files,  including 
background  files  on  OCA  were  stolen.  No 
one  was  injured.  The  Bias  Crime  Unit  of  the 
Portland  Police  Department  is  investigating. 

In  the  weeks  preceding  the  attack,  CHFO 
received  high  media  visibility  from  a  door- 
to-door  campaign  May  9  and  a  two-week 
long,  150-mile  march  fi’om  Eugene  to 
Portland,  which  began  June  7.  On  May  19, 
voters  in  Corvallis  defeated  an  OCA  mea¬ 
sure  to  ban  gay  rights  by  a  two-to-one  mar¬ 
gin,  while  voters  in  Springfield  passed  a  sim¬ 
ilar  measure. 

“This  is  just  a  precursor  of  the  assault 
Oregon’s  gay  and  lesbian  community  will 
face  if  the  statewide  measures  pass  and  big¬ 
otry  is  licensed,”  Peggy  Norman,  campaign 
director  for  the  CHFO,  said.

NEA’s  “decency” 
rule  struck  down 

LOS  ANGELES — A  federal  court 
declared  June  9  that  the  law  requiring  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  (NEA)  to 
consider  “general  standards  of  decency”  in 
making  arts  fimding  decisions  is  imconstitu- 
tional.  U.S.  District  Judge  A.  Wallace 
Tashima  ruled  that  the  statute  violates  the 
First  and  Fifth  Amendments  because  it  is  so 
vague  as  to  invite  aibitrary  decision  making 
and  because  it  is  overbroad  in  restricting 
artists’  freedom  of  speech. 

The  court  also  ruled  that  four  p^formance 
artists  whose  sexually  explicit  and  homoerot¬ 
ic  proposals  were  denied  grants  in  1990  will 
be  entitled  to  grants  if  they  can  prove  that  the 
then-chair  of  NEA,  John  Frohnmayer,  denied 
their  gratns  for  political  reasons,  liie  artists, 
Karen  Finley,  John  Fleck,  Holly  Hughes  and 
Tim  Miller,  brought  suit  in  September  1990 
to  challenge  Frohnmayer’s  decision. 

In  related  news,  NEA  grant-winner  Jon 
Robin  Baitz  announced  June  1  he  would 
donate  the  same  amount  he  was  awarded  to 
the  two  institutions  that  were  denied  funding 
by  NEA  director  Anne-Imelda  Rad  ice. 

'Diose  grants,  to  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  and  to  the  Anderson  Gallery 
at  Virginia  Commmonwealth  University, 
were  struck  down  by  Radice  for  their  sexual- 
ly-explicit  material  despite  approval  by  peer 
review  boards. 

Meanwhile,  Frameline,  which  produces 
the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  and  Gay  Film 
Festival,  announced  that  the  NEA  had  with¬ 
drawn  its  support  this  year.

Celebrating  pride 

NORTHAMPTON— This  westan 
Massachusetts  town,  along  with  Worcester, 
Mass.,  led  off  the  pride  season  on  May  1 1 . 

Just  over  100  people,  along  with  the  chief 
of  police,  marched  through  downtown 
Worcester  in  the  first  parade  since  1978, 
when  a  group  of  teenage  boys  attacked  and 
beat  marchers.  Speakers  hailed  those  gath¬ 
ered  for  their  courage. 

In  Northampton,  the  four-year-old  battle 
over  whether  or  not  to  include  bisexuals  in 
the  title  of  the  annual  pride  celebration  was 
resolved  this  year  with  two  separate  rallies 
after  the  3000-strong  march.  One  rally 
included  bisexuals  while  the  other  honored 
lesbians  exclusively. 

Control  of  the  pride  conunittee  had  flip- 
flopped  in  past  years  between  lesbians  who 
said  bisexuals  have  a  differmt  activist  agen¬ 
da  and  who  wanted  to  safeguard  the  lesbian 
and  gay  havoi  that  Northampton  rqiresents 
for  them  and  bisexual  activists  (originally 
from  neaiby  colleges)  who  wanted  the  pride 
celebration  to  represent  what  they  see  as  the 
complete,  diverse  community. 

In  other  areas,  Montgomery,  Ala.  and 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.  each  held  their  first  gay 
and  lesbian  pride  marches  June  13.  Each 
drew  a  handful  of  anti-gay  zealots  and 
roughly  100  people — although  the  majtxity 
of  Chattanooga  participants  hailed  from 
Atlanu,  according  to  one  participant.

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Boston  parade 
route  changed  for 
merchants,  O.R. 

BOSTON — After  negotiating  with  police 
who  feared  a  confrontation  with  Operation 
Rescue  protesters  and  with  merchants  who 
feared  losing  business,  the  Boston  lesbian 
and  gay  pride  committee  voluntarily 
switched  the  route  of  the  pride  parade  to 
avoid  Charles  Sl  and  Tremont  St. 

Operation  Rescue  (O.R.)  was  targetting  an 
abortion  clinic  on  Tremont  St.,  historically 
part  of  the  march  route,  and  police  feared  a 
confrontation. 

Given  the  one  change,  pride  organizers 
agreed  to  take  into  account  the  years  of  com¬ 
plaints  by  merchants  of  Charles  Street — at 
one  time  a  gathering  place  for  gay  men  and 
lesbians.  According  to  Gary  Dotterman,  an 
aide  to  Boston  City  Councillor  David 
Scondras,  whose  district  includes  Charles 
Street,  the  Beacon  Hill  Civil  Association  and 
the  Charles  Street  Merchant  Association, 
which  is  headed  by  a  gay  man,  complained 
they  lost  business  when  Charles  St.  was 
closed  off  from  traffic  for  the  parade.  Some 
merchants  in  the  association  were  angered  to 
learn  the  pride  parade  had  been  changed. 

Dotterman  told  GCN  that  Scondras’  office 
will  now  pressure  other  public  events  on 
Charles  SL,  such  as  the  Tour  de  Trump  bicy¬ 
cle  race,  to  move  their  routes  as  well. 

Dotterman  and  others  expressed  frustra¬ 
tion  over  police  acquiesence  to  O.R.  Over 
100,000  participants  negotiated  the  new 
route  to  celebrate  pride  June  13. 
Approximately  100  pride  revelers  also 
protested  against  Operation  Rescue  earlier 
that  morning.  — Carrie  Wofford 

Canadian  customs 
strike  gay  porn 

HALIFAX,  Nova  Scotia — Canadian 
Customs  seized  copies  of  Flesh  and  the 
Word,  an  anthology  of  gay  male  pom  edited 
by  John  Preston,  en  route  to  Canadian  writer 
Robin  Metcalfe.  Customs  then  informed 
Metcalfe  on  June  10  that  after  reviewing  the 
book,  they  had  decided  to  permanently  ban  it 
from  Canada. 

In  April,  Toronto  police  seized  copies  of 
the  lesbian  sex  magazine  Bad  Attitude  from 
Toronto’s  Glad  Day  Bookstore  under  a  new 
anti-pornography  interpretation  by  the 
Canadian  Supreme  Court  on  limitations  of 
freedom  of  expression  in  Canada’s  Charter 
of  Rights  and  Freedoms  (see  GCN,  Vol.  19, 
No.41-42  and  43-44).  The  Halifax  gay 
monthly.  The  Gaezette,  successfully 
appeal^  the  banning  of  Jack  Hart’s  Gay  Sex 
before  the  Supreme  Court’s  re-interpretation. 
Metcalfe  will  challenge  the  ban  in  courts.

CDC  hedges  on 
AIDS  definition 

NEW  YORK — Activists  here  are  gearing 
up  to  keep  pressure  on  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  (CDC)  to  add  the  oppor- 
timistic  infections  that  kill  women  and  injec¬ 
tion  drug  users  who  have  HIV  to  the  new 
surveillance  definition  of  AIDS.  According 
to  ACT  UP/New  York  activists,  CDC  offi¬ 
cials  told  staff  at  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  (ACLU)  and  Center  for 
Women’s  Policy  Studies  that  the  CDC  was 
not  aimouncing  the  new  definition  as 
planned  in  the  first  week  of  June  because  of 
pressure  from  AIDS  activists. 

That  definition  would  have  ignored 
wide^ead  medical  opinion  by  including 
none  of  the  infections  of  women  and  dmg 
users  but  adding  a  count  of  200  T  cells. 
Activists  charge  this  would  miss  people  who 
do  not  have  access  to  tests  for  T  cell  counts 
and  would  put  the  users  of  the  T  cell  count  at 
risk  of  losing  confidentiality. 

Activists  from  ACT  UP,  the  ACLU  and 
Gay  Men’s  Health  Crisis  are  now  recruiting 
medical  leaders  around  the  country  to  pres¬ 
sure  the  CDC  to  add  cervical  cancer,  recur¬ 
rent  bacterial  pneumonia  and  pulmonary  TB 
to  its  AIDS  definition,  and  are  asking  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress  to  pressure  the  CDC  to 
issue  a  scientifically  accurate  definition  of 
AIDS  by  including  these  infections.  To  con¬ 
tact  your  member  of  Congress,  write  U.S.

Mass,  pits  AIDS  v. 
breast  cancer 

BOSTON — On  June  1 ,  during  a  vote  on 
the  budget.  Mass.  Rep.  Augusta  Homblower 
(R-Groton)  succeeded  in  removing  $3.1  mil- 
Ikm  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health’s 
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line  item  increase  for  AIDS  and  puaing  it 
into  a  new  fund  for  breast  cancCT. 

The  House  of  Represratatives  supported 
the  move  by  a  vote  of  78  to  74.  Homblower, 
who  has  breast  cancer,  is  widely  known  for 
her  conservativism  and  less  widely  rumored 
to  be  a  lesbian.  Rep.  Susan  Schur  (D- 
Newton),  who  also  has  breast  cancer,  was 
outspoken  in  opposing  the  diversion  of 
AIDS  funds. 

ACT  UP/Boston  and  other  AIDS  organi¬ 
zation  representatives  called  the  move  a  “dis¬ 
grace”  for  “pitting  one  disenfranchised  group 
of  desperately  ill  people  against  another,”  as 
the  ACT  UP  women’s  committee  wrote  in  a 
letter  tuging  state  senators  to  restore  the 
money  cut  from  the  AIDS  line  item  and  find 
another  source  of  money  for  breast  cancer 
research.  The  Senate  will  consider  the  bud¬ 
get  June  23.  — Carrie  Wofford 

ACT  UP  protests 
Astra  profiteering 

SAN  FRANCISCO— On  June  1 1 , 
protesters  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles 
protested  AIDS  profiteering  at  Astra 
Pharmaceuticals,  the  company  that  produces 
Foscavir  (a  brand  of  foscamet).  Foscamet 
impedes  CMV  retinitis,  an  opportunistic 
infection  that  causes  vision  loss  in  approxi¬ 
mately  one  quarter  of  all  people  with  AIDS. 
Astra  charges  $21 ,500  a  year  to  people  with 
AIDS  who  need  foscamet,  forcing  many  to 
forego  the  treatmoit  altogether. 

Foscavir  is  the  most  expensive  AIDS  drug 
in  U.S.  history.  Protesters  argue  that  foscar- 
net  is  one  of  the  simplest  and  cheapest  com¬ 
pounds  to  produce. 

Astra  claims  it  spent  $100  million  to 
develop  the  dmg.  The  Wall  Street  Journal, 
however,  reported  the  total  cost  of  research 
to  be  $15  million,  at  least  $10  million  of 
which  was  government-subsidized.  Congress 
has  asked  that  Astra  document  its  alleged 
expenses  or  undergo  an  independent  audit. 

Activists  in  Los  Angeles  targeted  Astra 
offices,  while  manbers  of  ACT  UP/Golden 


Gate  in  San  Francisco  protested  outside  and 
inside  Hill  and  Knowllon,  the  public  rela¬ 
tions  firm  that  has  agreed  to  represent  Astra 
Pharmaceuticals.  They  urged  Hill  and 
Knowlton  to  drop  Astra,  and  urged  Astra  to 
cut  the  price  50  percent 

“People  with  insurance  are  hesitant  to  use 
the  dmg  because  it  will  cap  out  their  insur¬ 
ance  quickly  and  then  they  won’t  be  able  to 
get  other  treatments,”  ACT  UP’s  G’Dali 
Braverman  said. 

The  AIDS  Action  Council  in  D.C.  and 
Project  Inform  in  San  Francisco,  are  also 
lobbying  Astra  for  a  price  reduction. 

An  earlier  demonstration  at  Astra’s  head¬ 
quarters  in  Westborough,  Mass.,  on  Jan.  27 
may  have  resulted  in  Astra’s  announcement 
that  day  that  it  would  reduce  by  1 5  pCTcent 
the  price  of  the  dmg  for  patients  receiving 
treatment  in  federal  facilities.  Since  then, 
Astra  has  touted  this  price  cut  as  a  humane 
access  program,  although  the  cut  merely 
brings  Astra  in  line  with  other  dmg  compa¬ 
nies  and  with  pending  Congressional  legisla¬ 
tion.

Black  women  fight 
back 

ALBANY — After  Anita  Hill  testified 
before  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  and 
the  U.S.  Senate  voted  52-48  to  confirm 
Qarence  Thomas  to  the  Suprane  Court, 

1,603  Black  women  fought  back  by  placing 
a  protest  advertisement  in  the  New  York 
Times  and  Black  newsapers.  The  ad,  African 
American  Women  in  Defense  of  Ourselves, 
was  recently  released  as  a  poster  by  Kitchoi 
Table:  Women  of  Color  Press. 

“We  fought  back,”  Barbara  Smith, 
founder  of  Kitchen  Table  told  GCN.  “[The 
ad]  was  a  chance  for  women  not  only  to 
voice  disgust  at  the  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee  but  it  also  gave  Black  women  the 
chance  to  mobilize  and  organize.”  (To  order, 
see  the  FYI  below.)

Professor  targets  gay  and  feminist  “politically  correct”  elite

Senate  restricts 
“indecent”  TV

CAMBRIDGE,  Mass. — In  what  is  seen  as 
the  latest  challenge  to  a  pro-gay,  pro-femi¬ 
nist,  multicultural  view  of  academia,  Cynthia 
Griffin  Wolff  is  charging  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  (MIT)  of  "wrongful 
acquiescence  in  and...  jjerpxjtuation  of  a  pier- 
sistent  and  continuing  pattern  of  professional, 
political  and  sexual  harassment”  towards  her 
in  the  work  place  by  the  politically  correct 
elite  in  the  Humanities  Department. 

Unlike  most  work  place  harassment  or  dis¬ 
crimination  cases  her  case  is  not  about  job 
status,  salary  or  jirofessional  stature  or  privi¬ 
lege.  Rather,  she  seeks  to  take  a  stand — a 
legal  stand — against  progressive  academic 
forces. 


'The  pxrrtrait  that  Wolff  paints  in  her  suit  is 
that  of  a  traditional  scholar  who  is  struggling 
to  uphold  academic  standards  against  a  dan¬ 
gerous  radical,  pxjwCT  hungry,  fringe  who  are 
destroying  the  university  as  a  place  of  inde- 
prendeni  learning.  This  image,  and  this  argu¬ 
ment,  strikes  at  the  heart  of  the  issue:  What  is 
the  relationship  between  politics  and  the  imi- 
vcrsity? 

It  should  come  as  no  surprise  that  sup¬ 
posed  “news”  coverage  in  the  New  York 
Tunes  and  Boston  Globe  has  unabashedly 
taken  up  Wolff’s  cause  (see  part  I  of  this 
news  analysis,  GCN,  Vol.  19,  No.  39-40). 

'Throughout  the  suit  Wolff  is  pitted  against 
other  faculty  members  who  allegedly  have 
lower  acadmic  standards  than  she 
does — evidenced  by  others’  lenience  in 
apjproving  tenure  appointments  to  junior  fac¬ 
ulty.  During  the  tenure  hearing  of  Amy  Lang, 
the  suit  tells  us,  "certain,  other  senior  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Section  led  by”  the  Thombum 
Group  (a  name  Wolff  gives  to  progressive 
professors  that  include  pjrofessors  David 
Thombum  and  Stephen  Toprscott)  focused 
their  comments  exclusively  upon  the  purport¬ 
ed  political  importance  of  Professor  Ltuig’s 
work."  Shortly  after  that  we  read  that  “[in] 
particular,  two  of  the  group...  complained  bit¬ 
terly  within  the  Literature  Section  that  their 
plans  to  influence  the  political  configuration 
and,  in  general,  the  future  of  the  Section  had 
been  compromised”  by  Wolff’s  veto  of 
Lang’s  tenure. 

Wolff  claims  that  she  was  denied  the  right 
to  teach  in  MIT’s  Women’s  Studies 
Department  (an  interdisciplinary  section 
within  Humanities)  as  retaliation  against  her 
tenure  votes  and  her  suggestions  to  change 
certain  institutional  structures  within  the  sec¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  against  her  porsonal  and  aca¬ 
demic  politics.  According  to  pjrofessors  in 
Women’s  Studies,  Wolff  never  submitted  a 
proposal  to  the  program. 

Homophobia 

Perhaps  the  most  titillating  and  potentially 
explosive  aspject  of  Wolff’s  suit  is  her  charge 
that  retaliation  was  also  taken  against  her  by 
the  Thombum  Group  for  her  reporting  to  a 
provost  (the  chief  academic  officer)  an 
alleged  case  of  gay  male  sexual  harassment. 

Wolff  claims  in  her  suit  that  Assistant 
Professor  Theoharis  C.  Theoharis  told  her 
“he  had  become  the  subject  of  unwelcomed 
sexual  attention  and  harassment  by  Professor 
David  Halpjerin.”  After  Wolff  informed  the 
administration  in  1988  and  again  in  1991,  an 
investigatory  committee  “found  that  [the 
decision  on]  Professor  Theoharis’s  tenure 
had  unfolded  in  a  ‘context  of  malice  and 
destructive  behavior.’  ”  There  was  no  men¬ 
tion  of  sexual  harassment  or  of  any 
actions — sexual  or  otherwise — by  David 
Halpjerin  towards  'Theoharis.  Halpjerin  out¬ 
right  denies  it  ever  hapjpjened  while  'Theoharis 
has  never  publicly  come  forward  to  allege  or 
deny  harassment. 

Wolff’s  suit  notes  that  she  “stressed  to  the 
Provost  that...  Professor  Halperin  could  read¬ 
ily  be  harassing  undergraduates,”  espjecially 
as  Professor  Halpjerin  was  in  charge  of  creat¬ 
ing  an  undergraduate  pjrogram  in  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  studies. 

This  pjemicious  extrapjolation  is  pure 
homophobia'That  these  attacks  focus  on 
David  Halpjerin  should  come  as  no  surpjrise 
since  he  is  the  only  “out”  professor  in  the 
Literature  Section,  and  as  such  is  emblematic 
of  the  social  progress  which  is  so  distressing 
to  Wolff  and — to  a  slightly  lesser 
degree — the  mainstream  media. 

Early  in  her  lawsuiL  Wolff  stresses  that  she 
is  a  family-oriented  heterosexual:  ’‘she 
declined  [the  senior  Americanist  pjosition  at 
Columbia’s  English  Department]  in  order  to 


remain  with  her  family  in  Massachusetts.” 
The  suit  quite  consciously  pits  the  heterosex¬ 
ual  Wolff  against  the  homosexual  Halpjerin. 

Halpjerin  is  described  as  “an  outspjoken 
advocate  for  gay  and  lesbian  views.”  It  is  no 
mistake  that  the  wording  here  is  vague:  What 
are  gay  and  lesbian  views?  She  clearly  tar¬ 
gets  Halpjerin  as  a  fringe  radical  with  a  pjoliti- 
cal  agenda. 

This  is  certainly  not  a  new  tactic.  Both  the 
NEA  and  PBS  were  attacked  by  conserva¬ 
tives  like  Pat  Buchanan  and  Jesse  Helms  for 
funding  gay  and  lesbian  art  like  Marlon 
Riggs’s  Tongues  Untied,  a  documentary 
about  Black  gay  men. 

Drawing  battle  lines  in  the  acade¬ 
my 

On  a  more  profound  level,  Wolff’s  suit  is 
about  defining — or  re-defining — the  relation¬ 
ship  between  progressive  politics  and  the 
academy.  In  attempting  to  do  so  Wolff  (and 
others)  are  choosing  as  the  battleground  the 
disciplines  of  women’s  studies,  lesbian  and 
gay  studies  and  cultural  studies.  For  it  is  in 
these,  all  fairly  new  disciplines,  that  the  most 
ground  has  been  won  by  progressives  within 
academia. 

'These  disciplines  are  extremely  upsetting 
to  non-progressives  because  they  represent  a 
new  direction  in  academia.  The  typical  com¬ 
plaint  is  that  they  “lack  traditional  stan¬ 
dards.”  (This  line  of  argument  is  rife  in 
Wolff’s  suit.)  But  beneath  this  is  a  more  pjer- 
sistent  argument,  many  times  unspjoken,  that 
universities  are  places  of  opjen  intellectual 
inquiry  and  carmot,  by  their  nature,  be  pjoliti- 
cal. 

Under  such  an  argument  a  women’s  stud¬ 
ies  could  exist  but  would  have  to  include 
anti-feminist  as  well  as  feminist  pjoints  of 
view.  It  is  generally  accepted  that  the  very 
idea  of  a  women’s  studies  pjrogram  is,  in  fact, 
a  feminist  one.  'The  same  would  be  true  of 
lesbian  and  gay  studies,  which  by  its  very 
nature  is  a  pjolitical  discipline  because  the 
very  notion  of  “lesbian  and  gay  studies” 
could  not  have  ejcisted  before  a  gay  move¬ 
ment. 

Of  course,  such  an  argument  is  a  smoke- 
screoi  for  a  conservative  pjolitical  agenda. 

The  question  of  the  relationship  between 
pjolitics  and  the  univCTsity  is  not  unique  to 
MIT  or  to  Wolff’s  suit.  It  is  happening  on 
many  campuses  and  is  the  underlying  cause 
for  heated  discussions  over  hate  spjeech,  aca¬ 
demic  freedom  and  curriculum  changes. 

What  Wolff’s  suit  does  is  raise  this  issue  to  a 
new  level  of  overt  warfare  by  seeking  outside 
legal  recourse  to  what  is  essentially  an  inter¬ 
nal,  academic  debate. 

'The  language  and  appjroach  of  Wolff’s  suit 
should  not  be  viewed  as  idiosyncratic  or 
unique  but  as  part  of  the  prevailing  neo-con- 
thirdc.  Camille  Paglia,  the  anti-feminist-femi¬ 
nist  who  says  universities  are  being  ruined  by 
“multiculturalism”  and  “pjolitical  correct¬ 
ness,”  pjraised  Wolff’s  suit  against  MTT  in  a 
May  22  Tunes  Literary  Supplement  article, 
“The  Nursery  School  Campus:  'The 
Corrupting  of  the  Humanities  in  the  U.S.” 

Even  non-academic  Dan  Quayle  got  in  the 
act  recently,  attacking  the  “cultural  elite” 
who  tout  “pjolitical  correctness]”  and  threat¬ 
en  “traditional  moral  valutes.” 

The  paranoia,  endemic  to  so  much  conser¬ 
vative  thinking,  is  writ  large  in  Paglia’s  rant, 
as  it  is  in  Wolff’s  suit.  It  is  the  language  one 
expjects  to  find,  pjerhaps,  in  The  Protocols  of 
the  Elders  of  Zion  or  in  19th  century 
American  anti-Catholic  pjropaganda  by 
nativist  Protestant  groupjs.  Part  and  parcel  to 
this  paranoia  is  the  firmly  held  belief  that 
these  extremist  groupjs  are  out  to  destroy  tra¬ 
ditional  standards  and  values  (as  Wolff’s  suit 
says  “American  intellectual  life”)  and  that 
these  standards  must  be  pjrotected  at  any  cost. 

'This  conflict  is  a  real,  visceral  one.  It  sepa¬ 
rates  those  of  us  who  acknowledge  and  value 
living  in  a  society  which,  ever  so  slowly,  is 
making  progress  in  social,  political  and  eco¬ 
nomic  justice  from  those  who  would  prefer 
to  go  back  to  a  more  repjressive  past — a  past 
where  sexuality  and  repjroduction  were  strict¬ 
ly  controlled,  where  all  official  culture  was 
Euro-centric,  where  economics  served  only  a 
privileged  few  and  where  pjersonal  and  indi¬ 
vidual  freedom  were  tightly  controlled  and 
parceled  out  by  the  state. 

That  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  Wolff’s  suit 
plays  so  much  to  pjopular  prejudices  around 
“pjolitical  correctness”  and  homophobia.  But 
it  is  not  going  to  be  resolved  by  lawsuits  or 
by  campaign  rtietoric.  'The  case  of  Cynthia 
Griffin  Wolff  v.  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Tehnology  is  interesting,  and  impjortant,  only 
in  so  far  as  it  is  a  new  tactic,  a  clever  turn  in 
the  ongoing  cultural  war  between  freedom 
and  repjression,  between  those  who  look  to 
the  future  and  those  who  insist  on  holding  on 
to  the  regressive  pasL  □

WASHINGTON — Broadcasters  and  civil 
libertarians  say  thay  will  challenge  renewed 
anti-gay  restrictions  on  radio  and  TV  that 
were  passed  by  the  U.S.  Senate  June  3  during 
debate  of  funding  for  public  broadcasting. 

Senators  established  new  restrictions  on 
the  times  “indecent”  programs  may  be  broad¬ 
cast,  blocking  such  shows  before  midnight. 
'The  move  could  curtail  airing  of  gay -related 
PBS  spjecials  such  as  Marlon  Riggs’  Tongues 
Untied,  and  The  Lost  Language  of  Cranes, 
based  on  David  Leavitt’s  novel,  which  is  set 
to  air  on  PBS  stations  in  late  June. 

'The  Senate’s  vote  “raises  serious  constitu¬ 
tional  questions  and  makes  no  sense,” 
charged  Elliot  Mincberg,  legal  counsel  to 
People  for  the  Amaican  Way  (PFAW).  “It’s 
extronely  disappointing  and  troubling.”  'The 
National  Association  of  Broadcasters 
announced  it  may  offer  a  court  challenge  if 
the  Senate  measure  becomes  law. 

Sen.  Robert  Byrd  (D-W.  Va.)  authored  the 
amendment  to  the  Corpjoration  for  Public 
Broadcasting’s  (CPB)  three-year  $1.1  billion 
budget  'The  amendment  would  limit  pjro- 
grams  with  “pjervasive  moral  pjoisons”  on 
both  public  and  commercial  media  before 
midnight  and  after  6  a.m.  'The  move  would 
disallow  such  shows  from  being  shown  dur¬ 
ing  the  FCC’s  current  “safe  harbor”:  8  p.m.- 
midnight. 

During  debate,  Byrd  and  other  backers 
flogged  CPB’s  suppjort  of  Tongues  Untied. 
'The  Senate’s  move  would  block  airing  before 
midnight  of  programs  like  Cranes,  a  drama 
depicting  a  gay  father  and  son  grappling  with 


their  sexual  orientation  in  a  family  setting, 
before  midnight. 

Attempts  by  Sen.  Jesse  Helms  (R-N.C.) 
and  others  in  Congress  to  protect  children 
from  “indecent”  broadcasts  backfired  exactly 
two  years  before,  June  3, 1990,  when  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  the  rights  of 
all  pjeople  to  enjoy  controversial  programs 
must  be  protected  at  all  hours.  In  that  ruling, 
the  High  Court  upheld  a  U.S.Court  of 
Appjeals  decision  in  Washington,  D.C.  that 
oidered  the  FCC  to  redefine  the  times  of  its 
“safe  harbor”  times  when  broadcasters  can 
air  material  held  unsuitable  fOT  children  with¬ 
out  parental  supervision. 

'The  ruling  was  prompted  by  the  radio  air¬ 
ing  of  an  explicit  play  about  AIDS  and  tele¬ 
phone  sex,  Jerker  after  which  the  FCC  invit¬ 
ed  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  to  pjrose- 
cule  on  obscenity  grounds  even  though  the 
play  was  aired  after  10  p.m. 

“I  would  say  that  most  likely  Jerker  could 
not  be  aired  under  the  current  guidelines, 
even  at  2  o’clock  in  the  morning,”  said  Lucia 
Chappjelle,  program  director  of  Pacifica’s 
KPFK-FM  in  Los  Angeles. 

One  producer  warned  of  self-censorship, 
noting  that  Pacifica’s  KPFA-FM  in  Berkeley, 
Calif.,  did  not  play  safer-sex  public  service 
aimouncements  out  of  fear  the  PSA’s  might 
be  ruled  “indecent”  under  FCC  standards. 

'The  House  of  Representatives  is  likely  to 
approve  a  similar  amendment,  although  the 
amendment  could  be  droppjed  in  a  joint  con¬ 
ference  committee.  President  Bush  is  expject- 
ed  to  veto  CPB’s  funding  hike,  which  carries 
the  “indecent”  programming  amendment.  □

At  the  risk  of  being 
labeled 

Dear  GCN: 

At  the  risk  of  being  labeled  a  racist,  sexist 
white  man.  I’d  like  to  say  a  few  things  per¬ 
taining  to  Urvashi  Vaid  that  I  hope  aren’t 
taken  out  of  context. 

Here  goes.  During  Vaid’s  tenure  at  the 
helm  of  the  National  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task 
Force  (NGLTF),  she  hasn’t  created  a  safe 
space  in  which  the  community  could  con¬ 
structively  assess  and  occasionally  criticize 
her  performance  as  a  leader.  All  too  often 
Vaid  has  been  remarkably  thin-skiimed.  Like 
when  she  equated  capitalism  with  homopho¬ 
bia  and  Paul  Vamell  wrote  a  column  ques¬ 
tioning  her  reason  for  doing  so.  Or  when 
homosexual  Republicans  faulted  her  con¬ 
demnation  of  the  Persian  Gulf  war.  More 
recently,  Vaid  abdicated  responsibility  as  a 
legal  observer  on  behalf  of  members  of  ACT 
UP/New  York’s  CDC  Working  Group  during 
an  action  against  former  NGLTF  executive 
director  Jeff  Levi,  jeopardizing  the  well¬ 
being  of  the  activists.  On  all  these  occasions 
Vaid  exhibited  a  keen  imitation  of  a  chicken 
without  a  head  and  rebuffed  efforts  to  engage 
in  dialogue  to  avoid  such  miscalculations  in 
the  future. 

Now  Vaid  is  stepping  down  and  as  a  com¬ 
munity  we  need  to  develop  a  mechanism  for 
evaluating  her  accomplishments,  or  lack 
thereof,  both  positive  and  negative.  In  the 
past,  when  queer  activists  and  reporters  have 
anonpted  to  judge  Vaid’s  performance,  they 
were  frequently  deflected  by  charges  of 
racism  and  sexism.  Jay  Vail,  editor  of  The 
Weekly  News,  a  que«'  publication  in  Florida, 
courageously  pointed  this  out  in  January, 

1992,  after  Rex  Wockner  wrote  an  article 
critical  of  Vaid.  NGLTF  propagandist  Robert 
Bray  tagged  Wockner  racist,  sexist  and  anti- 
multiculturalist  instead  of  responding  to  the 
criticism.  This  is  the  same  reactionary  tactic 
used  by  Lenora  Fulani,  Fred  Newman  and 
the  New  Alliance  Party  to  cow  their  detrac¬ 
tors  into  silence. 

Why  can’t  Gay  Community  News  and 
Carrie  Wofford  do  the  movement  a  favor  and 
contribute  to  the  creation  of  a  mechanism  to 
better  hold  our  leaders  accountable  and 
accessible?  1  couldn’t  believe  the  anemic 
valentine  Wofford  wrote  to  Vaid  under  the 
guise  of  news  published  in  GCN;  May  23, 
1992.  The  story  should  have  run  as  a  com¬ 
mentary  instead,  because  not  one  negative 
word  was  contained  therein.  If  queer  inter- 
galactic  cxtra-terresaials  came  for  a  visit  and 
the  only  article  they  read  on  Vaid’s  resigna¬ 
tion  and  her  recent  movement  activities  was 
the  puff  piece  by  Wofford,  they  would  kitow 
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only  half  of  the  story. 

Do  I  sound  silly  and  petty?  So  was 
Wofford’s  article.  What  does  it  matter  Vaid 
bought  a  bass  guitar,  has  rock-n-roll  girl¬ 
friends,  keeps  a  Patti  Smith  poster  over  her 
desk,  etc.?  Does  anyone  ne^  to  hear  the  bro¬ 
ken  record  of  NGLTF’s  about  how  they’re 
eventually  going  to  become  the  grassroots, 
national  organization  they’re  supposed  to  be 
already?  Vaid  and  NGLTF  say  they’re  aware 
of  a  “clear  vision”  of  what  their  role  is.  Then 
when  are  they  going  to  roll  up  their  sleeves 
and  do  the  grunt  work  necessary  to  build  a 
nationwide  network  of  activists  and  lobby¬ 
ists?  What  is  the  timetable  for  implementing 
NGLTF’s  plan  of  “being  the  outfront  national 
organizing  center  with  field  organizers 
nationwide?” 

I  wish  I  didn’t  have  to  write  this  letter.  I 
don’t  dislike  Vaid  personally,  but  as  a  queer 
anti- AIDS  leader  she  falls  far  short  of  actual¬ 
ly  ever  accomplishing  tangible  end  results. 
Say  the  least  critical  thing  about  Vaid  and 
you  risk  being  branded  a  heretic  for  suggest¬ 
ing  she  isn’t  very  powerful,  effective  or  sub¬ 
stantial.  I  find  it  ironic  that  Vaid  in  the  past 
two  years  has  created  a  number  of  controver¬ 
sies  of  her  own  volition  which  have  had  a 
divisive  impact  on  the  movement,  and  yet 
she  is  viewed  as  a  great  coalition  builder. 

Is  it  possible  Vaid’s  impending  departure 
won’t  have  serious  repercussions  for  the 
movement  since  the  staff  and  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  remain  intact  and  are  as  invisible,  politi¬ 
cally  inept  and  closeted  as  they  ever  were? 
What  about  those  17,000  members  NGLTF 
has?  Why  do  we  never  read  about  the  work 
they  do  at  the  local  and  state  level?  Will 
NGLTF  members  ever  be  mobilized  into  a 
cohesive  army  ready  to  do  battle?  Why  does 
it  seem  there  really  are  only  two  people  in 
NGLTF,  Vaid  and  Bray? 

I  hope  whoever  replaces  Vaid  learns  from 
her  mistakes.  Otherwise,  NGLTF  will  soon 
be  just  like  the  Fund  for  Human  Dignity,  the 
National  AIDS  Network  and  the  National 
Gay  Rights  Advocates — extinct.

ACT(UP)tions 

Dear  GCN: 

The  Vin  International  Conference  on 
AIDS,  which  was  scheduled  to  be  held  in 
Boston  at  the  end  of  May,  was  relocated  to 
Amsterdam  because  of  a  discriminatory  U.S. 
immigration  policy  that  bars  the  entry  of 
HTV-infected  people.  This  policy  applies  to 
applicants  for  residency  or  naturalization, 
tourists,  students  and  refugees.  It  is  used  to 
exclude  an  estimated  600  people  each  year, 
and  was  recently  used  to  deport  a  large 
number  of  Haitians  fleeing  political  terror  in 
their  country.  The  U.S.  is  the  only  industrial¬ 
ized  nation  with  such  a  policy.  According  to 
Max  Essex  of  the  Harvard  AIDS  Institute, 
“These  restrictions  simply  have  no  public 
health  justification  whatsoever.  HIV  is  not 
casually  contagious;  it’s  reprehensible  that 
ten  years  into  the  epidemic  U.S.  policy  is 
being  driven  by  such  ignorant,  homophobic 
and  xenophobic  attitudes.” 

This  exclusionary  policy  was  put  into 
place  in  1987  via  an  amendment  sponsored 
by  Jesse  Helms.  The  policy  jeopardized  the 
VI  International  Conference  in  San  Francisco 
in  1990  when  many  groups  and  countries 
boycotted  the  conference  and  conference  del¬ 
egates  and  activists  alike  took  part  in  protests 
against  the  policy.  In  the  fall  of  1990, 
Congress  passed  legislation  that  ended  the 
automatic  exclusion  of  HIV-positive  people. 
In  January  1991,  Health  and  Human  Services 
Secretary  Louis  Sullivan  and  CDC  Director 
William  Roper  deleted  HIV  from  the  list  of 
diseases  us^  to  exclude  people  from  the 
country.  Right-wing  fundamentalists  and 
conservatives  within  the  Bush  administration 
opposed  the  new  policy,  however,  and  its 
implementation  was  indefinitely  delayed. 

The  Harvard  AIDS  Institute  and  the 
International  AIDS  Society  could  not  in  good 
conscience  hold  a  conference  in  a  country 
that  would  exclude  people  afflicted  by  the 
disease  under  consideration. 

George  Bush  has  declared  that  the  reloca¬ 
tion  of  the  conference  “doesn’t  bother”  him. 
On  the  contrary,  he  is  surely  delighted!  The 
relocation  deflects  anention  away  from  the 
AIDS  crisis  and  the  administration’s  lack  of 
response  during  this  election  season. 

ACT  UP/Boston  will  hold  a  scries  of 
actions  to  call  attention  to  the  exclusionary 
immigration  policy  and  the  need  for 
increased  action  on  AIDS.  On  May  26,  ACT 
UP  held  a  press  conferetKe  in  front  of  the 
empty  Hynes  Convention  C^ter  to  call 
attention  to  the  rdocatkm  of  the  confereii9e.

On  July  16,  when  AIDS  activists  from  the 
U.S.  depart  for  Amsterdam,  there  will  be 
another  press  conference  at  Logan  Airport 
(Northwest  Airlines)  to  raise  awareness  of 
the  fact  that  while  American  people  with 
AIDS  (PWAs)  are  welcome  in  other  coun¬ 
tries,  PWAs  from  other  countries  are  not  wel¬ 
come  here. 

On  Saturday,  July  18,  at  noon,  a  24-hour 
vigil  will  begin  at  the  Hynes.  At  noon  on 
Sunday,  July  19  (the  day  the  conference 
begins  in  Amsterdam),  a  march  will  leave 
from  the  Hynes  and  proceed  to  the  Boston 
office  of  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service  (INS)  in  the  JFK  Building  at 
Government  Center.  A  rally  will  be  held 
there  at  2:00  p.m.  We  expect  participation 
from  several  ACT  UP  groups  throughout  the 
region,  and  concurrent  demonstrations  will 
be  held  in  Amsterdam  by  members  of  ACT 
UP/Europe  and  travelling  members  of  U.S. 
ACT  UPs. 

As  we  celebrate  with  joy  at  Pride,  we  must 
never  forget  our  anger.  AIDS  is  a  national 
emergency,  now  more  than  ever.  The  number 
of  AIDS  cases  is  rapidly  approaching 
300,000  nationwide  and  has  recently  passed 
5,000  in  Boston.  AIDS  is  increasing  rapidly 
among  women,  the  poor  and  people  of  color, 
and  continues  to  spread  among  gay  men.  We 
hope  that  you  will  join  us  to  express  outrage 
at  the  exclusionary  immigration  policy  and  to 
emphasize  the  ne^  for  more  funding,  more 
research,  more  education  and  more  concern 
from  those  in  power.  For  more  information,

Edward  II  let  me 
down 

Dear  GCN: 

Sorry,  Bronski,  but  Edward  II  let  me 
down.  “What  Isabella  and  Mortimer  com¬ 
plain  that  Edward  is  not  ruling  England  well, 
we  find  it  hard  to  disagree,”  except  that  the 
role  of  Isabella  is  damn  credible  (as  is 
Mortimer’s)  and  the  acting  superb,  but  when 
are  we  given  any  sense  that  Edward  rules 
anything  well  or  poorly?  He  might  as  well 
have  been  some  lowly  rate-payer  with  delu¬ 
sions  of  royalty  and  a  great  talent  for  acting. 
His  role  is  not  credible.  If  a  character  is  king, 
his  royalty  must  consist  of  something  more 
than  just  his  saying,  every  now  and  then,  that 
he  is  indeed  king. 

The  furnace  scenes  were  effective,  but 
what  was  Edward  doing  floundering  around 
with  his  clothes  on  in  a  tank  or  pool  or  what¬ 
ever  it  was?  Were  we  suddenly  in  the  sewers 
of  Paris?  Narry  a  clue.  And  all  those  rough 
concrete  backdrops  which  were  part  of  god- 
knows-what.  Damn  disconcerting.  Might  as 
well  have  been  in  a  South  Bronx  warehouse. 
The  equally  distractingly  anonymous  pas¬ 
sageways  were  simply  there  so  the  actors 
would  know  where  to  exit  or  enter,  I  suppose. 
A  simple  overpowering  backdrop  of  a  suit¬ 
ably  oppressive  color  would  have  let  me 
focus  more  wholly  on  the  actors  instead  of 
wondering  about  the  peculiarities  of  these 
wierd  “walls”  and  “passageways”  if  Jarman’s 
intent  had  been  to  have  our  vision  not  dis¬ 
tracted  by  the  details  of  some  more  normal 
architectural  verisimilitude. 

I  could  have  digested  this  film  more  easily 
if  more  of  it  had  been  like  the  scene  in  which 
Outrage  battled  the  police.  There’s  nothing 
wrong  with  anachronism,  but  let’s  have  some 
esthetic  consistency  in  the  use  of  it. 

I  could  apply  my  gay  sensitivity  to  the 
tragic  drama  of  Edward  II  when  I  first  came 
across  it  in  a  history  book.  Jarman  has 
instead  given  me  a  king  with  no  appearance 
of  royalty.  The  red-hot  poko-  iq)  his  ass,  as 
treated  in  the  film,  could  be  interpreted  as 
only  a  bad  dream,  for  the  jailer  after  all  fol¬ 
lows  Waddington’s  \ay  convincing  acting  of 
Edward’s  real  demise  by  kissng  him.  A  dra¬ 
matic  coup,  you  say?  Iiistead,  he  undid  the 
real  and  cframatic  tragedy  of  the  king’s  death. 

Oh,  there  were  some  damn  good  scenes  in 
that  film,  and  damn  good  acting,  but  I  was 
left  with  a  sense  of  confusion.  What  the 
viewers  needs  before  seeing  this  film  is 
knowledge  of  Marlowe’s  play  and  especially 
Jarman’s  peculiarities.  As  far  as  this  viewer  is 
conconed,  it  is  just  another  example  of  the 
chaos  of  our  times  which  pervades  our  econ¬ 
omy,  our  politics  and  our  esthetics,  of  which 
we  have  indeed  a  surfeit.

NEW  YORK — Kenneth  L.  Dawson,  45,  a 
founding  member  of  the  Lesbian  and  C^y 
Community  Services  Center  and  fonner  executive 
director  of  Senior  Action  in  a  Gay  Environment

York  University  Medical  Center,  of  complications 
due  to  AIDS. 

In  1981,  Mr.  Dawson  became  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  SAGE.  Mr.  Dawson  was  a  driving  force,  in 
1983,  in  founding  the  Lesbian  and  C^y 
Community  Services  Center  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Center's  original  Board  of  Directors  from 
1983  to  1984. 

Mr.  Dawson  served  four  years  as  director  of 
the  Calhoun  Lower  School  in  Manhattan,  and  as 
director  of  the  Elementary  School  of  the  East 
Harlem  Block  Schools. 

More  recently,  he  was  partner  and  chief  oper¬ 
ating  officer  of  Strub-Dawson,  Inc.,  a  full-service 
direct  mail  fund-raising  Hrm.  He  was  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  adjunct  faculty  of  the  Graduate  School 
of  Management  and  Urban  Policy  at  the  New 
School  for  Social  Research. 

His  experience  at  SAGE,  the  Center  and  in  his 
consulting  work  convinced  Mr.  Dawson  of  a  need 
to  develop  and  train  directors  and  staff  of  national 
and  community-based  organizations.  Since  1985, 
he  had  developed  and  facilitated  several  retreats 
nationwide  for  AIDS  advocates,  leading  members 
of  the  lesbian  and  gay  community  and  directors  of 
their  organizations  to  share  information,  strate- 
gize  and  support  one  another’s  efforts. 

An  honors  graduate  of  Wesleyan  University,  he 
received  his  M.A.  in  leaching  from  Antioch 
University  and  graduated  from  the  Institute  for 
Noi-for-Profit  Management  of  Columbia 
University’s  Business  School. 

A  resident  of  Brooklyn,  Mr.  Dawson  is  survived 
by  his  life  partner,  Todd  Hunter.  Mr.  Dawson  was 
the  son  of  Marjorie  Ruth  and  George  Peter 
Dawson.  He  is  survived  by  his  mother,  his  brother 
Steve  Dawson  of  Brentwood,  N.H.,  and  sister 
Catherine  Woodward  of  Dover,  N.H. 

To  further  Mr.  Dawson’s  work  in  the  area  of 
lesbism  and  gay  leadership  development,  he 
requested  that  a  memorial  fund  be  created  in  his 
name  at  the  Lesbi^ln  and  Gay  Community 
Services  Center.

Justice  System. 

A  summa  cum  laude  graduate  of  Yale  ^lnd  an 
army  serviceman  in  the  Korean  war,  Dan  prac¬ 
ticed  law  from  1958-1978  before  he  traded  on  the 
Options  Exchange. 

His  dry  wit,  keen  mind,  passionate  energies 
and  philanthropic  spirit  will  be  missed  by  his  many 
friends  in  the  gay  and  lesbian  community.  His 
committment  to  social  justice  and  the  fight  against 
AIDS  were  two  of  Dan’s  greatest  assets. 

He  is  survived  by  his  cherished  friend  of  25 
years.  Bob  Lees  and  by  his  brother.  Richard  and 
sister-in-law  Arlene  of  Glencoe;  nephews  Arthur. 
Steven  and  Edward;  and  one  great-nephew.  He 
was  the  son  of  the  late  Edward  R.  and  Irene  Don.

— Robert  Jenkins,  a  prisoner 
here  and  a  subscriber  to  GCN,  died  recently, 
prison  officials  informed  GCN. 

Morty  Manford 

NEW  YORK — Morty  Manford,  41,  an  assistant 
New  York  State  attorney  general  and  an  early 
gay-rights  activist,  died  of  complications  from 
AIDS,  the  New  York  Times  reported. 

In  1968,  Mr.  Manford  helped  found  Gay  People 
at  Columbia  University,  one  of  the  first  gay  cam¬ 
pus  groups  in  the  country,  when  he  was  a  student 
there. 

In  1969,  he  was  at  the  Stonewall  Inn  when  the 
Stonewall  Riots  broke  out  between  gay  cus¬ 
tomers  and  police  officers  raiding  the  bar.  That 
year,  Mr.  Manford  also  helped  found  Gay  Activists 
Alliance  and  became  its  president.  His  mother 
founded  the  forerunner  of  Parents  and  Friends  of 
Lesbians  and  Gays. 

Mr.  Manford  gained  national  attention  when  he 
accused  Michael  Maye,  then-president  of  the 
city’s  Uniformed  Firefighters  Association,  of 
throwing  Mr.  Manford  down  an  escalator  and 
beating  him  at  a  gay-rights  demonstration.  In  the 
highly  visible  case,  a  judge  acquitted  Mr.  Maye. 

Mr.  M^mford  was  bom  in  Queens  and  graduat¬ 
ed  from  Columbia  in  1975  and  from  Cardozo  Law 
School  in  1981 .  He  is  survived  by  his  mother, 
Jeanne,  of  Astoria,  Queens,  and  a  sister  Suzanne 
Swan  of  San  Francisco. 

Scott  Slutsky 

NEW  YQRK — A  magnificent  AIDS  activist  died 
at  the  end  of  May  and  is  greatly  missed  by  his 
friends  and  colleagues.  Scott  Slutsky  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  speeding  the  FDA’s  eveUuation  and  sub¬ 
sequent  approval  of  fluconeizole,  used  to  treat 
fungal  infections  in  AIDS  (including  cryptococcaJ 
meningitis). 


Scott  also  took  responstxlity  for  advocating 
research  and  treatment  for  the  opportunistic  infec¬ 
tion  Mycobacterium  avium  complex  (MAC  or  MAI) 
on  behalf  of  ACT  UP/NY  and  Treatment  Action 
Group  (TAG).  He  worked  with  the  companies 
Pfizer  and  Atfoon  on  azithromycin  and  dar- 
ithromycin,  and  co-wroie  the  MAC  chapter  in  the 
ACT  UP/NY  Treatment  &  Data  Committee’s 
Countdown  18  Months,  a  document  detailing  nec¬ 
essary  treatments  and  outlining  steps  pharma¬ 
ceutical  companies  should  take. 

Scott  took  time  for  his  activism  from  his  careers 
as  a  rock  musician  and  novelist.  His  novel  is 
unfinished.  He  developed  lymphoma  near  the  end 
of  his  illness.  Mark  Harrington  of  TAG  has  written 
a  literature  survey  and  synthesis  on  chronic  B-cell 
activation,  Epstein-Barr  virus  and  lymphoma  in 
AIDS — a  fining  memorial  to  Scon.

Wesley  D.  McLarin 

BQSTQN — Wesley  D.  McLarin,  bom 
November  29, 1 951 ,  dfod  peacefully  on  March  25 
after  a  two-year  banie  with  AIDS.  Wes  is  best 
remembered  for  the  love  he  shared  with  his 
friends,  his  intensity  arx)  passion  in  all  he  did,  and 
his  commitment  to  struggle  for  change  in  himself 
and  the  world. 

Wes  was  a  musician,  writer  and  performer.  In 
1985,  he  co-founded  the  United  Fruit  Company,  a 
Boston-based  street  theater  group,  in  which  he 
created  the  character,  Susan  Womout  (Celebrity 
Moderator  News  Center  3),  and  penned  the 
songs,  Uprising  of  the  Queens,  Grand  Old  Fag 
and  Old  Cape  Sodomy  {among  others).  He  was 
often  known  to  follow  his  roommates  around  his 
apartment  "...demandling]  to  know  what  song 
[they]  demanc^edhe]  sing.’  In  recent  years  he 
performed  in  a  San  Francisco  production  based 
on  the  works  of  one  of  his  favorite  composers, 

Kurt  Weill. 

As  a  self-avowed  ‘tacky  queen'  eind  lirilliant 
dramatic  actress,’  Wes  spent  much  of  his  time  on 
the  streets  of  San  Francisco  developing  perfor¬ 
mance  art  pieces.  Equally  comfortable  in  leather 
or  dresses,  he  rarely  left  home  without  his  lipstick. 

His  performance  and  writing  were  fun,  shock¬ 
ing.  heartfelt  and  entirely  original.  Whether  on  the 
street,  stage  or  in  the  kitchen,  he  grabbed  the 
moment  and  created  sparkling  events.  He  per¬ 
formed  right  in  the  audience’s  face,  sometimes 
bringing  terror,  but  more  often  joy. 

Wes  had  a  hard  life.  During  his  childhood  he 
moved  around  to  different  foster  homes  along 
with  his  sisters.  His  genius  for  music  and  drama 
somehow  prevailed. 

Another  vital  part  of  Wes’  life  was  caring  for 
children.  He  was  the  director  of  Little  People’s 
Coop  in  Noe  Vailley  and  a  founding  member  of 
the  Children’s  Community  Center  lor  the  Creative 
Arts,  a  collectively  run  after-school  child  care  pro¬ 
gram. 

Towards  the  end  of  his  life,  two  of  Wes’  close 
friends.  Jade  Travers  and  Peg  Shalen,  cared  for 
Wes  with  a  great  deal  of  time,  love  and  patience. 
Wesley;  Activist,  fighter,  perfectionist,  artist, 
friend,  so  long;  we  are  going  to  miss  you  more 
than  we  can  express.

After  some  contact  by  phone  with  Lidell,  Tony, 
Bill  and  Mitchell,  David,  Gregoire,  Paul  and  many 
other  MACT/NYers,  James,  aided  by  his  mother, 
came  back  to  New  York  to  see  us  again  before  he 
died.  His  mother  cared  for  and  nursed  James  in 
his  final  days  and  invited  us  all  to  a  dinner  at  the 
hofol,  where  many  of  us  said  our  final  goodbyes 
to  James.  A  week  after  that  dinner,  James  died.
